Louis grocers again st the railroad compan y, 
allegin g un just freight charges on St. Louis 
merchan d ise, especially upon grocery ship­ 
men ts in small « [uan tities, as compared with 
the freight rates upon the same articles be­ 
tween the same [join ts when in car-load lots. 
The commission heard brief statem en ts from 
both sid es an d then ad journ ed for the d ay.

Not a vestige of the 
powder-house remains, while where it stood 
is an ex cavation about six ty feet long, forty 
feet wide and twenty feet deep. 
Iiescuing parties were formed and search 
for the dead and injured began.

as it may seem, onh* one fatality has l>een re­ 
ported. 
lint n large number arc seriously 
injured. 
.Among the wounded are: Mary 
Loverighf, hip broken; James Black more, 
hurt in back; Mrs. Blackmon*, several ribs 
broken; Mrs. James Sheldon, 
three ribs 
broken; Mrs. Thomas Bridwell, badly cut by 
living glass; Mrs. Hattie Reasehon, an aged 
widow, struck over the eye with a brick and 
badly injured.

The number oi minor casu­ 
alties will reach nearly 100. 
There were forty-five dwellings almost to­ 
tally destroyed, and there is not a plate-glass 
window left in the business part of the city.

LIT ER A LLY TORN TO PIECES. 


F righ tful S laugh ter of Ita lia n L ab orers by 
a L ocom otive. 
New Y ork , July 22.—An awful death 
overtook a party of Italians working on the 
roadbed of the Erie railway between Allen­ 
dale and llohokus, Thursday morning. There 
were 100 in all busy at the time, and a dozen 
of them were literally torn to pieces. 
The 
account of the disaster is as follows: 
Tho Italians were at work near a curve 
when a train came along, and they stepped 
to the other track to allow'it to go by. 
Just 
then the Chicago ex press thundered down at 
forty miles an hour, and literally mowed its 
way through, slinging the unfortunates right 
and left, tearing legs and arms and heads off 
and grinding llesh into the road-bed for 200 
or boo feet. So fierce was the shock that, al­ 
though the engine struck nothing but human 
beings, the powerful cow-catcher was torn, 
tvvisltd, and broken into pieces. 
.Some of tho 
Italians 
were crowded in 
against the rocks in a very narrow space, and 
they crouched down in terror. 
The engineer of the express reversed his en­ 
gine and was coming to a stop, when the pas­ 
sengers told him to go ahead. 
Looking back, 
they saw the uninjured Italians acting like 
maniacs. 
They were yelling, gesticulating, 
and tearing their clothes. 
Some were kneel­ 
ing and others rushing about in the middle of 
the ghastly pile of mangled bodies.

and, had they 
reached 
it, 
undoubtedly 
the

gineer fireman, and conductor would have 
been murdered.

Here the engineer and conductor were clos­ 
eted with the officers of the road, where they 
could not be interviewed. 'It is understood, 
however, that the engineer says he could not 
see the emu until he was almost on them 
because of the curva 
He whistled and re­ 
versed, but it was of no avail—the distance 
was too short to stop the train in and the 
lialians were unable to get out of the way in 
time.

The xYrrowsmith is a very old steamer, 
and was similarly disabled last summer.

gued in the United States circuit court two 
months ago, J udge Wallace has handed down 
a decision in favor of the Bell company.

similar suit that Bell was the discoverer of

law partner), Henry Spa an and others. 
He said that Sim Coy came to him on the 
day the canvassing board met and said that 
the candidate for criminal court judge was 
behind and needed about eighty votes to elect 
him. 
At the instance of Coy the witness 
went to Allen, the inspector, and secured 
his tally-sheet 
Then he and Coy went to a 
rear room in the court house, where, with 
Coy's knife, he erased six teen votes from Ir­ 
win's tallies and added them to Ayres’. While 
thus engaged Mattler came in and his tally- 
sheets were similarly changed. 
Later Coy 
told the witness that M attler had changed his 
tally-sheets back again, because the ink 
which Perkins had used was different from 
that used by the election 
boards. 
Coy 
then sent Reardon, another defendant, to 
purcbasj ink such as had been used by the 
election officer» . 
x Yfter the witness returned 
to the room where the canvassing board was 
sitting Albert Beck, Congressman Bynum’s 
law partner, came to him and asked him to 
change the tally-sheets which ho had under 
his arm. 
Witness refused, but gave Bock 
Coy’s knife and directed him to the east end 
room, where Coy was changing the returns. 
Witness stated that he and Dr . Metcal 
talked the m atter over, and Metcalf procured 
some acid, which they tried upon an envel­ 
ope, and Metcalf took this to the Grand 
hotel, where Coy had engaged a room. 
That night when the board was in session a 
motion was made to bring certain of the 
sealed tally-sheets to the room and count the 
returns from them.

C lerk—Trick* of Trade. 
“ Customers have queer ix 'culiarities.” 
said an old retailer to an interviewer, 
“and it takes a long apprenticeship to 
wait 011 ail of them satisfactorily. 
Now, 
I know all the failings of my old cus­ 
tomers, and 1 can get along with them 
without any trouble. 
But let a new 
clerk tackle one of these, and, not know­ 
ing the peculiar individuals 
he has to do 
deal with, lie will soon find himself in 
hot water. 
So, when I get a new clerk, 
which rarely hiV'p< as, for I do not 
lx - 
lieve in making enanges, 
I go over my 
list of customers and post him as well as 
I can how each will have to be treated to 
get along without friction. 
“Speaking of the peculiarities of people, 
they are almost beyond belief. 
Now, I 
have one old customer, a farmer, who 
would not buy anything of me if I 
promptly met him at tho door and asked 
him what I could sell him. 
If I did, he 
would leave the store at once. 
I just let 
him alone, and ho will hang around the 
store a long time, watching me wait on 
customers and looking at one article 
after another, not forgetting to nibble at 
the crackers and cheese. 
When he has 
done this to his heart’s content he is 
ready to buy, and I generally succeed in 
selling him si nice bill of goods. 
“ Another customer Ls just tho opposite 
of this one, and tho moment he steps 
into the store he must bo recognized and 
treated in such a manner as to make him 
believe his trade is more desirable than 
that of any one else. 
Then there is an­ 
other customer who must taste every­ 
thing lie buys. 
Butter, cheese, sugar, 
salt, tobacco, syrup, pepper, cinnamon, 
vinegar, and I almost said coal oil. 
The 
latter lie would want to smell any way. 
That man could no more buy a bill of 
goods without sampling each article than 
be could go to sleep without shutting bis 
eyes. 
“ But it is among the women that I 
find the most peculiar customers, prob­ 
ably because they do more of the buying 
tlian the men. 
Their peculiarities are 
legion, and life is too short to tell of 
them. 
There is tho one who is afraid 
she will be cheated in every purchase she 
makes, and will insist on some private 
mark by which she can tell that she gets 
the particular articles prepared for her. 
Then there is the one who wants a 
’sampling’ of this, that and tho other 
thing to take home and try, in order to 
see if they w’ill suit the ‘old man. ’ 
She 
is almost as bad as tlio one who wants 
everything a little under price because 
she does all her trading with you and 
does not trade with your competitor 
across the w’ay, and she does think of 
giving him a part of her trade. 
Finally, 
there is tho young husband and w’ife who 
have just gone to housekeeping, but 
their peculiarities are too sacred to be 
mentioned, and I wall spare them. 
I 
was there 
myself once.” —St. Louis 
Grocer. 


How tbe Mines W ere L ost 
Though the Mexican Indians used 
every effort to keep secret tho where­ 
abouts of this ancestral treasury, in 
course of years many gold and silver 
mines of great richness were found. The 
instant a mine was discovered the Span­ 
iards—in whose hands the cross became 
always a symbol of wrath and cruelty— 
developed great solicitude for the souls of 
the neighboring natives and proceeded to 
“ Christianize” them after their own 
peculiar fashion.

Then, fearful of a return of the foe, they 
carefully destroyed every vestige of their 
former settlements, closed the entrance 
to the mines, and abandoned 
the neigh­ 
borhood. And to this day—unless Lieut. 
Flipper has found it—nobody can tell ex­

STREATOR, 111., J uly 22.—At 2:80 Thurs­ 
day morning the entire city was arouse 1 by 
a most terrific explosion, which was imme­ 
diately followed by the ringing of the fire 
bell. 
In a few minutes it was ascertained 
that the ponder-house of the C hicago , Wil­ 
mington & Vermilion Coal company had been 
struck by lightning and between 8.0 jo and 
10,000 pounds of dynamite had explo ded, a 
car-load having been stowed there a short 
time before. 
On arriving upon the scene a terrible sight 
presented itself. 
Every dwelling upon the 
south and west sides of the powder-house had 
been completely shatter« !, and in most casts 
entirely demolished. 
Not a vestige of the 
po wder-ho use remains, while where it stood 
is an excavation about sixty feet long, forty 
feet wide and twenty feet deep. 
Rescuing parties were fo rmed and search 
fo r the dead and injured began. Strange 
as it may s cm, o nly one fatality has been re­ 
po rted. Rut a large number are serio usly 
injur« ! 
Amo ng the wo unded are: Alary 
Lo verighf, hip bro k en; James Black mo ns 
hurt in back ; Min. Black mo ro , several ribs 
bro k en; Mrs, James Sheldo n, 
three ribs 
bro k en; Airs. Tho mas Uriel well, badly cut by 
Hying glass; Airs. Hattie Reas hon, an aged 
widow, struck o ver the eye with a brick and 
badly injured. A tramp, who was sto pping 
in a ear near the jjowder house, was pro bably 
fatally injure 1. The number of mino r casu­ 
alties will reach nearly 100. 
There wen fo rty-five dwellings almo st to ­ 
tally destroy?* 1, anil there is no t a plate-glass 
windo w left in the business part of the city. 
It is impossible at this time to estimat * the 
loss, but it will pro bably reach t-75,000 o r 
$ 100,000.

LITERALLY TORN TO PIECES. 


Frightful Slaughter of Italian Laborers by 
a Locomotive. 
N ew Y ork , J uly 22.—An awful death 
overtook a party of Italians working on the 
roadbed <*f the Erie railway between Allen­ 
dale and Hohokus, Thursday morning. There 
were 100 in all busy at the time, and a dozen 
of them were literally torn to pieces. 
The 
account of the disaster is as follows: 
The Italians were at work near a curve 
when a train came along, and they stepped 
to the other track to allow it to go Lw. 
J ust 
then the Chicago express thundered down at 
forty miles an hour, and literally mowed its 
way through, slinging the unfortunates right 
and left, tearing legs and arms ana heads oil 
and grinding ilesh into the road-bed for 200 
or 200 feet. So fierce was the shock that, a l­ 
though the engine struck nothing but human 
beings, the powerful cow-catcher was torn, 
twisted, and broken into pieces. 
Homo of tho Italians were crowded in 
against the rocks in a very narrow space, and 
they crouched down in terror. 
The engineer of the express reversed his en­ 
gine and was co ming to a stop, when the pas­ 
sengers told him to go ahead. Lo o k ing back , 
they saw the uninjured Italians acting lik o 
maniacs. They were yelling, gesticulating, 
and tearing their clothes. So me were k neel­ 
ing aud o thers rushing abo ut in the middle of 
the ghastly pile of mangled bodies. When

made a rush fo r it, 
and, had they 
reached 
it, 
undo ubtedly 
the 
engin- 
gineer fireman, and co nducto r wo uld have 
been murdered. 
Fo r this reaso n it was 
deemed best to come o n to Jersey City. 
Here the engineer and co nducto r were clos­ 
eted with the officers o f the ro ad, where they 
could no t be interviewed. ‘It is understo o d, 
ho wever, that the engineer says he co uld no t 
see the emu until he was almo st on them 
because of the curve. He whistled and re­ 
versed, but it was of no avail—the distance 
was to o sho rt to sto p the train in and the 
Iialians were unable to get o ut o f the way in 
time.

P a nic on a Stea m er. 
Washington City, July 22.—The Colonial 
beach steamer Arro wsmith, with several hun­ 
dred passengers on bo ard, met with a serious 
accident in the lo wer Po to mac Wednesday. 
The steamer was to tally disabled by the break ­ 
ing of the steel bars which co nnect the walk - 
ing-beam with the piston ro d and crank shaft 
A panic ensued, and but fo r timely assistance 
rendered by the steamer Bishop, with which 
the Arro wsmith is alleged to have been rac­ 
ing, the results wo uld have been serious. As 
it was, a number of ladies ware pro strated by 
fright. The Arro wsmith is a very old steamer, 
and was similarly disabled last summer.

H ampton , Va., J uly 22.—Two men, one 
white and the other colored, w hile walking 
on Buckroo beach Wednesday, were struck 
by lightning and instantly killed. 


A B rood D ecision for B ell. 
New Y ork , July 22.—In the suit o f the 
American Bell Telephone co mpany and o thers 
against the Globe Telephone co mpany and 
o thers to restrain infringement o f the patent fo r 
impro vements in telephones issued to Alexan­ 
der Graham Bell, March 7, 1876, which was ar­ 
gued in the United States circuit co urt two 
mo nths ago, Judge Wallace has handed do wn 
a decision in favo r o f the Bell co mpany. In 
his opinio n Judge Wallace says the Massa­ 
chusetts circuit co urt virtually decided in a 
similar suit that Bell was the disco verer o f 
the new art o f transmitting speech by elec­ 
tricity, and the claim sho uld be given the 
bro adest interpretatio n to secure to the in­ 
vento r, no t the abstract right o f sending 
sounds by telegraph witho ut regard to mean­ 
ing, but all means and processes described 
which are essential to the applicatio n o f the 
principle.

At the instance of Coy the witness 
went to Allen, the inspecto r, and secured 
his tally-sheet Then he and Coy went to a 
rear ro o m in the co urt house, w here, with 
Coy's k nife, lie erased sixteen votes fro m Ir­ 
win’s tallies and added them to Ayres’. While 
thus engaged Mattler came in and his tully- 
sheets were similarly changed. Later Coy 
told the witness that Mattler had changed liis 
tallv-sbeets back again, because the ink 
which Perk ins had used was different fro m 
that used by the election boards. 
Coy 
then sent Reardo n, ano ther defendant, to 
purcbas) ink such as had been used by the 
election officers. After the witness returned 
to the ro o m where tho canvassing bo ard was 
sitting Albert Beck , Co ngressman Bynum’s 
law partner, came to him and ask ed him to 
change the tallv-sheets which ho had under 
his arm. Witness refused, but gave Beck 
Co y’s k nife and directed him to the east end 
ro o m, where Coy was changing the returns. 
Witness stated that he and Dr . Metcal 
talk ed the matter o ver, and Metcalf pro cured 
some acid, which they tried upo n an envel­ 
ope, and Metcalf took this to the Grand 
hotel, where Coy had engaged a room. 
That night w hen the bo ard was in session a 
mo tio n was made to bring certain o f the 
sealed tally-sheets to the ro o m and co unt the 
returns fro m them. At that juncture Henry

Their peculiarities are 
legion, and life is too short to tell of 
them. 
There is the one who is afraid 
she will be cheated in every purchase she 
makes, and will insist on some private 
mark by which she can tell that she gets 
the particular articles prepared for her. 
Then there is the one who wants a 
‘sampling’ of this, that and the other 
thing to take home and try, in order to 
see if they will suit the ‘old man. ’ 
She 
is almost as bad as tho one who wants 
everything a little under price because 
she does all her trading with you and 
does not trade with your competitor 
across the way, and sho does think of 
giving him a part of her trade. 
Finally, 
there is tho young husband and wife who 
have just gone to housekeeping, but 
their jjeculiarities are too sacred to be 
mentioned, and I will spare them.

LONG 
ISLAND'S 
LEECH 
PO N D S. 


V isit to O n e of tlio L a r gc s t—Tlio In i- 
p or te d A rtic le P e s t —D e m a n d . 
One of tlio largest locch ponds in the 
world is situated at Newtown. 
It was 
formerly ojierated l» y a German, who, 
having connections in France, imported 
hundreds of thousands of leeches annu­ 
ally. 
The farm in ils entirety measures 
thirteen acres. 
I visited the spot one 
« lay last week, b ut found that while a lew 
years ago 1.000 leeches a day were sold 
from there less than 100 are now disposed 
of. 
Various reasons are given for this 
great falling ofT. 
An aged (ierm an wom­ 
an, wife of the proprietor, with whom 1 
talked, stated that the weather of the 
past few winters had b een too severe for 
the proper cultivation of leeches. 
Many 
<tf the ponds are situated on the left of 
the railroad track going north, b etween 
Newtown and Winfield. 
Tliey are thus 
exposed to the wind and tin» rising of the 
tide of Bowery Bay. 
Balt water, which 
is destructive to the life of a leech, is 
forced from the b ay to (lie ponds. 
My 
informant ¡>aid that had the ponds b een 
situated 
on the right 
of 
the 
rail­ 
road track the cultivation of the little 
b lood sucker might have Ixun continued, 
and with great success. 
The 
American 
leech 
is ab solutely 
worthless for medical purposes.. 
It 
is 
b lack ami a poor b iter. 
Of lh« ' foreign 
leeches those imported from France and 
Hungary are preferred. 
The 
b od y < | 
the American lroch is 
I«ih s than one- 
third the size* of the imported. 
The b it­ 
ter is spindle shaped and tlattened so as 
to b e elliptical. 
It is somewhat pointe.l 
in front except when the mouth i 
in 
action. 
Externally the laxly i. e v. r i 
with a thin perforated cuticle. 
This « n- 
icle or coat is shed at intervr.ls. 
The 
b ottom of the letch ponds at Newtown 
is composed of clay with margins of pest. 
In the latter the cocoons or eggs are de­ 
posited ab out the middle of June. 
Musk 
and water rats are enemies of the leech 
and exterminate many of their young. 
When the jtonds tit Newtown were fully 
stocked cows were employed to feed the 
letches. 
T1h»s<* unwilling b rutes were 
driven into the water at stated intervals, 
much to their annoyance. 
At times it 
b ecame necessary to tie the cows for fear 
that they would escape. 
Letches are 
also fed b y having linen b ags full oi 
fresh b lood susjiended in the water. 
Adult leeches, unless they art« sptcially 
meant for b reeding purposes, are fe« l 
every six months. 
Dr. J. G. Johnson informed me recent­ 
ly that letches were now seldom used 
for medical puqtoses. 
Less than quarter 
of a century ago, he said, millions <>n 
millions of them were used in this coun­ 
try and ab road, b ut ,like cupping, the 
practice had fallen into disuse. 
In Dr. 
Johnson's opinion a leech should lie used 
b ut once. 
When used on two or more 
persons it is apt to carry contagious dis­ 
ease, in cast» either of them wen« so af­ 
fected. 
The leech is only of service in 
local b lood letting. 
Leeches which have 
lxcn generously fed are of b ut little use. 
They may b e made to b ite, however, b y 
smearing the skin with cream or b lood, 
or b y immersing them for a minute in 
porter or tepid water. Each (ills in ab out 
fifteen minutes and draws aUtut half an 
ounce of b lood. 
It is a well known fact 
that the consumption of leeches has fall­ 
en immensely tlio last thirty years. 30.- 
000,000 of them b eing used in 1840 in 
France alone. 
In 1803 *,000,000 were 
used in London, 
and ab out tlio same 
quantity in Paris. 
Leeches can he pre­ 
served in pure water for 
years* 
In 
transporting them from the French do­ 
mestic marsh, a v esaelwitU- snmlip^x fora- 
tions x md filhx l with m oist turfy earth 
or peat, made into a stiff mud, is used.

Oid Ike had nt ten dal a philosophical 
lecture somewhere, at which the profes­ 
sor had held up a glass tulx* filled with 
water, with his thum b over the top.

Ujk»ii 
this principle Old Ike had endeavored to 
perfect a pump which would raise its own 
water, and devote« 1 weeks to its ]» erf« *c- 
tion.

the old woman as though it was a sort 
of Punch and Judy show. 
After half an 
hour of very patient waiting on the part 
of the woman, and when she was almost 
ready for a coach with b lack plumes a 
police officer came. 
At hi i b idding a 
vegetab le vender’s two wheeled cart was 
b rought and the woman was b undle« ! in 
with no more care than a cord wood 
stick. 
Then three stout b oys seized the 
cart and proceeded to “ rattle her b ones 
over the stones” to the jxilice station. 
A large part of tin* retail b usiness done 
on Hester street is transacted on the sid« *- 
walk. 
Peddlers are as plentiful as nails 
in a shoe, and almost everything can 1x3 
b ought of them, from a match to a sec­ 
ond hand pair of trousers. 
But the b usi­ 
est man in the street was an Irish junk 
dealer. 
In one hour seventeen people 
came to his store with various articles to 
dispose of. 
A lxiy who carried a pretzel 
on a stick exchanged four ¡xjcketfuls of 
old castors for two cents, an« l a moment 
later he came out of an ice cream saloon 
with two cents’ worth of frozen sweet- 
ness on a piece of b rown paper. 
The 
next transaction was the transfer of a di­ 
lapidated wash b oiler to the junkm an for 
two cents. 
The Ixiiler had a copper b ot­ 
tom, of which the seller was unaware. 
A relative of the W andering Jew stag­ 
gered up under the weight of a b ig l ag 
full of old paper and a venerab le iron 
¡iot. 
He kicked vigorously when elev« n 
cents was mentioned as the price, b ut n«> 
finally accepted and went his way to 
make room for a young man who took 
from the shelter of his coat tails a large 
piece of b attered lead pipe. 
The sal*' 
netted him fifty cents, although he said 
that b y walking four b locks lie would 
have realized twice ;is mucli as he hail 
received.

Usually, however, the deah-r 
gets ab out ;ill the meat there is on the 
b one. 
A b right eyed b oy whose desire 
for marb les got the b etter of his judg­ 
ment, stole six vichy water b ottles from 
his mother and sold them, b ut lx» foro b e 
could get away with the spoils his mother 
came down on him like a hawk < n a 
chicken, and the quiet of Hester street 
was disturb ed b y his howls of pain. 
And so tin* struggle goes on in Ilestcr 
street, us well as in other and more savory 
localities, in this b ig town. 
A sort of 
dog eat dog existence, in which the little 
children are the sufferers. 
And yet they 
don’t seem t > complain much. 
The 
prattle and laughter of little children is 
ab out the only real music of which Hes­ 
ter street can b oast. — New York Sun.
